HERMESCIAS GOOD BACK. 

Oue of the closest and most exciting finishes of 
the season took place at Harlem yesterday when 
Hermencia, Artena and Argregor went under the 
wire in the fourth race noses apart. It was a free 
handicap purse of $800 for three-year-olds and up- 
ward at 1 1-8 miles. Argregor, on his known liking 
for a fast track and his high class, was made an 
1 even money favorite, while as good as 5 to 1 could 
be had against Hermencia. To an excellent start 
Artena soon took a commanding lead with Star 
Cotton second and Geyser third. While going 
down the backstretch Hermencia and Argregor 
moved up fast displacing Star Cotton and Geyser 
for second and third positions. Artena continued 
easily in the lead until entering the last sixteenth 
where Argregor moved up fast. It appeared along 
in here to be a struggle between these two, but 
when a hundred yards out Hermencia came with a 
well timed rush, the three fighting it out desper- 
ately to the wire. Artena hung for a moment after 
passing the last sixteenth and then rallied stoutly. 
Argregor was wedged in between Artena and Her- 
mencia in the closing strides and Banch was unable 
to do him justice. Orontas moved up fast just 
before turning for home, but tired palpably in the 
last eighth. Star Cotton and Geyser showed speed 
for seven furlongs. 

The day’s opener went to L’Etrenne against 
whose chances as good as 7 to 1 could be had. Off 
fourth, she at once went to the front and opening 
up a comfortable lead held it until in the last 
eighth, where Carl Kahler moved up fast and chal- 
lenged her. It appeared for a moment as if 
L’Etrenne was beaten, but in the closing strides 
Carl Kahler tired also, allowing her to pass under 
the wire a neck in front, with Gonfalon an indiffer- 
ent third. Carl Kahler showed big improvement 
and should give a good account of himself from 
now on over a fast track. Duelist and Andes 
showed some early speed. 

Miss Manners took the second race mainly 
through the clever jockeyship of Coburn, who rode 
a splendid finish and fairly threw her under the 
wire. Jackfull showed a keen turn of speed and 
appeared the winner in the last sixteenth, but be- 
gan to tire in the closing strides, where Miss Man- 
ners came with a rush, beating him by a head, with 
Vestia a lapped-on third. The last named made 
up much ground in the last quarter and finished 
the strongest of the first three. Lampoon was 
always outrun. She appears to run to her best 
form on a soft or a muddy track. Lady Matchless 
showed early speed, but ran far below expecta- 
tions. 

That Ernest Parham runs to his best form on a 
fast track was evidenced by his good showing in 
the third race, a dash of one mile for three-year- 
olds and upward. Chorus Boy led for seven fur- 
longs, where Ernest Parham, which had been lying 
second after the first half had been run, came 
strongly, and, passing him with ease, won by a 
length from Bab, which Deal Chorus Boy two for 
second place. Bab appeared to have a winning 
chance just after turning into the last quarter, but 
tired perceptibly when the pinch came. Matin Bell 
was pinehed and bumped out of position at the first 
turn, where a great deal of jostling occurred, 
Henry of Trastamare being thrown almost to his 
knees. 

Lady Jocelyn was much the best of a mediocre 
field of two-year-olds that faced the barrier in the 
fifth race. Off none too well, she was next to last 
by the time the first quarter had been run. After 
that point had been passed, however, she began to 
pick np the field fast and fairly ran past horses in 
the last sixteenth, winning easily by two lengths 
from Maolis, which beat Penance a head on the 
post for second place. Penance finished fast and 
would have been second in another stride. Maolis 
was tiring fast at the end. Corsica and Parlor 
.Maid showed early speed. 

The finale went to John McGurk, which finished 



five lengths before Leo Newell, he two and a half 
before G. W. W. Leo Newell appeared as if he were 
going to spreadeagle the field when going down the 
backstretch, but came back to it when turning for 
home where he swung wide. He tired so rapidly 
in the last sixteenth that he began to swerve badly 
Cougar ran well for a mile. 

A large crowd was present and enjoyed an excell- 
ent day’s sport. The track was good and will be at 
its best today in case no rain falls.

■ C. E. Mahone’s two-year-old filly, Vestia, which 
finished third in the second race yesterday, is a 
twin sister to Jakko, a winner on the Canadian cir- 
cuit. Both youngsters are by St. Leonards, which 
finished second to Boundless in the $60,000 American 
Derby, World’s Fair year, out of Mere Hill, and 
were bred by the Messrs. Keene. The two horses 
are the only ones known in recent history of tbe 
American turf to be sporting silk that were simi- 
larly related. 

Jockeys Buchanan and Hoar were fined $25 by the 
starter for disobedience at tbe post in the third 
race yesterday. Jockey Hoar was permitted to ride 
out his engagements made prior to his suspension 
Tuesday. 

Caesar Young, the well-known owner and book- 
maker, passed through Chicago yesterday on his 
return to California. Mr. Young early in the spring 
made a trip to England and only recently returned. 
While in New York several days ago he purchased 
from G. B. Morris the good performer, Water Cure, 
which he shipped to Chicago. The horse is ex- 
pected here during the day and will be trained by- 
Danny Lynch. 

The following horses, on account of their fractious 
acting at the post, will be barred from starting 
until schooled to the barrier. Vestry, Hattie Walker 
and Courage. 

Jockey Dean has been released by Tichenor & 
Co., and jockey Lyne will not again ride for the 
Drake stable. 

Jockey Winkfield will be riding at Harlem next 
week. Even now he is getting ready by exercising 
horses.

MR. MAtKAl' RETIRES. 

rence H. Mackay, it was announced Monday, 
as retired from the turf for the present at least. 
Trainer C. F. Hill received a cablegram from Mr. 
Mackay instructing him to dispose of all the horses 
in the Mackay stable excepting the noted Banastar 
and the mares Kamara and Trigger, which will be 
retained for breeding purposes. Owing to the re- 
cent death of his father, Mr. Mackay feels that he 
should retire from racing affairs, but rather than 
declare his horses out of their valuable stake en- 
gagements he believes that it is advisable to dis- 
pose of them to the highest bidders. Trainer Hill, ' 



accordingly, said that most of the horses in the 
stable will be sold privately within the next ton 
days, and that those remaining will then be sold 
at public auction. 

There are some valuable thoroughbreds in Mr. 
Mackay’s barn, including the two-year-olds Mexi- 
can. by Mirthful— Llandrinio; Acefull, by Mirthful 
Myrtle Harkness, and Skilful, by Mirthful— Skadi, 
all of which were purchased from John E. Madden 
for about $80,000, it is generally estimated. Mexi- 
can only a week ago won the first part of the $15,- 
000 Produce Stakes at Brighton Beach, his best 
previous performance being a victory in the first 
part of the $10,000 Double Event at Sheepshead 
Bay. He is regarded as a dangerous factor in this 
year’s Futurity. Acefull and Skilful have yet to 
show their real worth. I 

Mr. Mackay got into racing in the spring of 1900, 
when he purchased Banastar at the W. H. Clark 
sale for about $10,000. Banastar won the Brooklyn 
Handicap in 1899, but was left at the post in the 
Suburban of that year. When Mr. Mackay bought 
him the son of Farandole — Blessing went wrong 
and was declared out of all his engagements for 
1900. In the fall of that year, however, he won a 
race in the Mackay colors at the Empire track, 
which was the first time that Mr. Mackay enjoyed 
the fruits of victory on the turf. 

It was then that the young millionaire decided 
to go into the game on a large scale. In the follow- 
ing year he was greatly encouraged when Banastar 
won the Metropolitan and Toboggan handicaps at 
Morris Park, but later the horse was cut down 
in the Brooklyn and has since been returned to the 
stud. Mr. Mackay’s purchases then began to create 
much comment among turfmen, both for the large 
prices paid and the skillful judgment displayed by 
him. He bought Trigger from J. E. Madden for 
about $8,000, Prince of Melrose for $15,000 from G. 
H. Whitney, His Eminence for $12,000 and Bruns- 
wick for $10,000 from western horsemen, Kamara 
from J. P. Martin for $10,000, Frankfort, a brother 
to the celebrated Hamburg, for $10,000 at the Mar- 
cus Daly sale; Gay Boy, Gulden, Grand Opera, 
Seminole, Choate and Dartman for lesser amounts. 

Mr. Mackay’s most expensive outlay last year was 
when he bought the two-year-old colt Heno from 
J. E. Madden for about $30,000. Heno afterward 
defeated Yankee, the Futurity winner, in the rich 
Matron Stakes at Morris Park. Heno showed such 
good form early this year that he was shipped to 
Chicago for the American Derby, but the colt ran 
unplaced after showing in front a greater part of 
the journey. In keeping Banastar, Kamara and 
Trigger for breeding purposes it must be inferred 
that Mr. Mackay later on will return to the turf 
which he has helped to elevate by his liberality and 
sportsmanship. 

Several offers have already been made for Mex- 
ican, John A. Drake being reported to be one of the 
turfmen seeking to own this formidable Futurity 
candidate.

EASTERN RACING AFFAIRS. 



“The most successful meeting in point of patron- 
age that the Brighton Beach Racing Association 
has ever held will end next Saturday. Then comes 
the sport at Saratoga for nearly a month. The 
meeting at Brighton Beach will wind up with the 
running of the $10,000 Brighton Derby at a mile and 
a quarter for three-year-olds, and at this writing it 
looks as if a good sized field will be drawn to the 
post. Gen. F. C. McLewee’s Major Daingerfield, 
winner of the Brooklyn Derby, the Lawrence Reali- 
zation and other rich stakes, is a sure starter and 
has already been made the favorite. He will carry 
126 pounds and will probably give away from ten 
to fifteen pounds to all of the others. The 
black son of Handspring— Mon Droit pulled 
up lame after the Realization, but he soon walked 
out of it and is now as sound as a new gold dollar. 
The performance of S. S. Brown’s Hyphen on Satur- 
day. when he ran a mile and a sixteenth in 1 :44 4-5, 
establishing a new record for the Brighton track, 
entitles him to a high place in the figures of the 
handicappers. He will take up only 111 pounds on 
Saturday, by virtue of a fifteen-pound allowance 
for not winning $1,000 this year, and if the track is 
fast ho will probably be royally supported to defeat 
Major Daingerfield. Incidentally Green B. Morris’ 
sterling pair. Old England and Homestead, will be 
sent to the post, the former packing 123 pounds. 
August Belmont’s Namtor is a possible starter, and 
so is Frank Farrell’s DeReszke. Jere Dunn is sure 
to let his game filly Sun Shower run. especially in 
view of her exhibition of pluck in the Brighton Cup 
race on Saturday,” says the New York Sun of Mon- 
day. 

“The Derby, however, will not be the sole attrac- 
tion on Saturday, as the $10,000 Brighton Junior 
Stakes for two-year-olds, at three-quarters of a mile 
will be decided on that day. Among the eligibles 
are Mizzen, Hurstbourne, Sir Voorhies, Rigodon, 
Prediction, Whitechapel, Dalesman, Mexican, 
Irish Lad, Artvis, Janeway, Dauphin and others of 
merit. The second half of the $15,000 Produce 
Stakes for two-year-old fillies at three-quarters of 
a mile will be run on Thursday. A high-class field 
is looked for. Other stake events for the week are 
the Winged Foot Handicap for two-year-olds at 
five and a half furlongs tomorrow and the Islip 
Handicap for three-year-olds and upward at a mile 
and a furlong on Wednesday. . 

“The liberality of the Brighton Beach manage- 
ment in the way of offering from $800 to $1,500 in 
added money for overnight races has not been 
generally appreciated by horse owners. Just why 
this is the case appears to be a puzzle to some 
people although a partial explanation was made 
the other day by a well-known horseman who said 
to The Sun reporter : 

“ ‘ If there was more and better stable room at 
Brighton the western horsemen would flock here. 
As a matter of fact the eastern purses will be the 
means in time of breaking up racing in the west, 
if they have not begun to do so already. The lib- 
erality of the Brighton management is unques- 
tioned. It has spent thousands of dollars for the 
accommodation of the public and yet the horse 
owners have seemingly been neglected in the way 
of having provided for them comfortable quarters 
for their horses. It is a fact that many owners 
stable at Gravesend and Sheepshead Bay, while 
others, finding no accommodations at all, are forced 
to remain idle. If it is true that the Brighton 
Beach Association owns as much land adjacent to 
the track as common report has it, there should be 
no reason why more stables could not be con' 
structed before another season. If such a move is 
made I believe we will see better horses and more 
of them running for Brighton’s stakes and purses. 

“Horsemen were discussing yesterday the per- 
formance of Gold Heels in the Brighton Cup, and 
were also wondering how much longer these high 
priced, long-distance races which practically end in 
fizzles will be continned. At present there is no 
way to compel an owner to run his horse in one of 
these events if he does not care to do so, but a sug 
gestion has been made that a rule should be passed 
by the Jockey Club compelling an owner to pay a 
heavy forfeit unless he signifies his intention of not 
starting his horse at least a week before the event. 
Up to Saturday morning the public was led to be 
lieve, for information to the contrary was not to be 
had, that there would be at least six or eight 
starters in the Brighton Cup race, including 
Gold Heels, Bonnibert. Herbert, Argregor and 
others of their kind. But when Saturday- 
arrived it was found out that Gold Heels 
stood alone, his only rivals being a couple of 
selling platers. Naturally this was a source of 
bitter disappointment, not only to the racing public 
but also to the Brighton officials who had done 
their best to induce owners to start their horses if 
only for the good of the sport. But owners, now- 
adays, seem possessed with selfish motives and, 
fearful of defeat, are willing to let rich stake events 
dwindle to nothing. The public supports racing 
liberally. If it was not for the flood of money 
poured into the box offices daily, big stakes would 
be out of the question. It weuld seem, therefore, a 
matter of good policy to cater to the public by pro- 
viding racing that will enthuse, not disgust the 
army of patrons who have helped to make the sport 
what it is. 



“The need of an emergency flag, to be used in 
conjunction with the starting barrier, appears to be 
worthy of serious consideration. On Saturday in 
the last race the barrier was released by an error 
and all but two of the field went away. The starter 
cried, ‘Pull up !’ and was obeyed. If a larger field 
had been at the post, however, there might have 
been serious trouble. It was at Aqueduct last fall 
that the barrier went up by mistake and those 
that left the post, including the favorite, ran 
the distance only to be ordered to run over 
by the stewards. At that time there was 
talk of an emergency recall flag. The point 
raised is that if a favorite should get 
away with a false start and run the distance, it 
would not be fair to his backers to make him run 
over when completely tired out. Bets, of course,' 
would not be paid on the result of a false break. 
With an emergency flag there would be no alterna- 
tive but to pull up. The releasing of the barrier, 
according to the rules, means a start and those left 
at the post have no redress. But according to 
starter Fitzgerald, a start takes place when he 
cries ‘Come on !’ and lets the barrier go at the same 
time. Mr. Fitzgerald has placed the blame for re- 
leasing the barrier by mistake upon himself, but so 
far there have been no serious results. Some day, 
however, there will be trouble unless a provision is 
made for just such mishaps.” 

MORRIS PARK STAKES. 

The increase in the value of stakes and purses 
offered by the eastern racing organizations this 
year has boon so general and so lavish that it is 
plain the western organizations will be forced to 
respond in kind next year in order to retain a fair 
share of the good horses to serve as star attractions. 
The Westchester Racing Association has announced 
a list of thirty stakes for its fall meeting at Morris 
Park. Six of these are new and liberally endowed 
stakes and of the others seventeen have been con- 
siderably increased in value of added money as 
compared with last year.* In addition the added 
money to the Withers of 1904 is raised from $2,500 to 
$3,000 and of the Ladies Stakes from $2,000 to $3,000. 
The added money to the Belmont of 1905 is doubled, 
being $10,000 instead of the present figure of $5,000.
